Howard Leiffenifer Got Three 


Years ia the Penitentiary. 


CASE GOES TO CIRCUIT COUtT

Howard Leighninger, convicted of 
•booting Tbomac Calhoun. near Me- 
GifHn's school bouse, with intent to 
kill, was sentenced to three yean in 
tbe penitentiary by Judge Maxwell 
Wednesday afternoon. Sentence was 
suspended until circuit court can act 
on tbe motion tiled by Captain James, 
Leigbninger's attorney. 
It was tbe intention of Judge Max- 
well to dispose of tbe matter Wednes- 
day morniDK, but tbe bondsmen did 
not reach tbe courtroom, until tbe 
afternoon. All was in readiness at 4 
o'clock and tbe scene wbicb followed 
will long be remembered by those 
who chanced to be present. 
Howard Lelghninger was accompan- 
ied by his brother, B. F. Lelghninger, 
of West Lafayette, whose devotion to 
tbe unfortunate young man was 
marked during the trial. Captain 
James was ready, and S- H. Nicholas 
appeared for the state. Prosecutor 
Wbeeler was not in the courtroom. 
When the matter was taken up 
Judge Maxwell said tbe motion for a 
new trial was overruled and the ver- 
dict of tbe jury was sustained. He 
asked i.' any reason could be given why 
sentence should not be passed upon 
tbe prisoner. 


Captain James pleaded for Leigh- 
nioger. He said tbe young man's rec- 
ord was as clean as that of any young 
man in tbe county until be made the 
mistake that placed him in this un- 
"ortunate position. He argued that to 
send him to tbe penitentiary would 
Jlast his life and leave a stigma that 
would continue through all his days. 
it made little difference, he said, why 
he was sent to the penitentiary, for 
once within its walls he was on the 
same level as tbe lowest criminal. He 
would as soon see his client buried as 
see him go to tbat great penal insti- 
.ution in Columbus. 
He prayed for 
.be leniency of the court. 
Judge Maxwell asked if the state 


>ad a statement to make, and S, H. 
Nicholas arose, speaking for Prose- 
cutor Wheeler. He said the defense 
lad done everything possible to sate 
Leteb nioger from the inevitable re- 
ult. He recalled the scene on the 
hillside that cold eight in January. 
wi en a life had been -all but snuffed 
>ut and one man had been left a 
physical wreck. Tbe state did not 
ask for vengeance, he sald^ but for 
bat penalty which - "wouTB^jrive flic 
oung man time for reflectfon'and 
would be a warning to other young 
len disposed at times to commit sim- 
!ar crimes. 
Judge Maxwell complimented the 
attorneys for their conduct of the 
case. He said he had found it possi- 
ble for any man to go through life 
with little friction. 
Personally he 
had never known the time when it 
was necessary for him to carry a re- 
volver. He would be inclined to a 
view different from that of the jury 
as embodied in tte verdict in this 
ase were it not for one circum- 
stance, the fact that Leigbninger 
had a concealed weapon. Ifot only 
had he tbe weapon and had taken it 
with him to tbe literary society, but 
he bad gone out of his way to borrow 
it. It was also a point against him 
that lie had gone armed to a place 
-\hcre young men and women were 
assembled. Leighninger could have 
stayed away from the meeting, he 
said, but the evidence had shown that 
he had made no attempt to create a 
better leeling with the other side. 
The jadge went over the scene at 
tbe time of tbe shooting-, and pointed 
out tbe part Charley McGiffin had 
played, showing how easily it could all 
have been avoided, but now the vic- 
tim would carry with him what might 
mean his ultimate end.

Jodce Maxwell recalled 
in Rtchland county. 
Judge Maxwell then gave a« hte de- 
cision that tbe sentence be suspended 
until the case is r-*-~* into circuit 
court, and Howard Lciffbnlnger be re- 
leased on *1500 bond until Oct. 28. 
Lelghninjcer aad his friends re- 


mained in tbe courtroom until the 
bond was signed by Bert Leigbnin- 
ger, V. C. Lelehnlnger, Smith Jones, 
T. W. Culbertson. J. M. MeCoUeme. 
Alex Rcddtefc and J- Cole. 
Tom Cilboun was not in the court- 
room.

with intent to kill canst serve a term 
of not more than 20 years nor less 
tban one year in tbe penitentiary- At 
first he had been inclined to quarter 
the sentence, but there were amelior- 
ating circumstances and he had de- 
cided to make the punishment three 
years in the penitentiary. Upon his 
release the young man would still 
have years in wbicb to live a useful 
life- 


Captain James took exception to 
the sentence and asked tbat it be sus- 
pended and Leighninger admitted to 
bail until such time as he could ap- 
peal to a higher court. 


Attorney Nicholas said that while 
the court could suspend sentence it 
had no power to admit the prisoner to 
bail. His objection, he said, was solely 
on the ground that bail would be 
worthless. He referred to the law, 
and asked the court to exercise its au- 
thority. He then left the courtroom. 
Captain James declared he saw a 
disposition on the part of the state to 
crowd Leighoinger into the peniten- 
tiary before he had a chance to see if 
be had been rightfully sentenced. He 
characterized, the conduct of the 
state as brutal and inhuman, and 
quoted the law to show the prisoner 
could be admitted to bail by the trial 
court in these circumstances. 
He 
declared his intention to carry the 
case to the highest court until Leigh- 
ninger was free. 


Judge Maxwell quoted the law on 
the question, and Deputy Clerk Hill 
was instructed to bring in the journal 
for 1S88. There an entry was found 
In which the prisoner had been ad- 
mitted to bail under similar circum- 
stances by Judge Nicholas, father of 
the attorney who now opposed it.

A parlor car had been chart- 
ered by J. P. Forbes, and the seats 
were all taken several days ago. It 
was attached to the last train. The 
other cars were the comfortable, 
roomy coaches of the Pennsylvania. 
When Che first train pulled up to 
the station it was quickly filled and 
the 15 coaches were soon disappearing 
around the curve at Locust on sched- 
ule time. The train was crowded, 
many persons standing. There were 
16 cars on the second train, each one 
tilled. An equal number of cars made 
up tbe third train. 
The last train stopped at West La- 
fayette where several hundred people 
were waiting and 150 were added at 
Isleta. The agent at Isleta only bad 
100 tickets but be was notified by wire 
that all would be accommodated on 
the train. From there the train fol- 
lowed the others to Rock Spring 
where everything was in readiness for 
the excursionists.

At strike headquarters it was 
claimed that the arrests were an out- 
rage and that the men should have 
been given a hearing at their homes 
instead of being railroaded to Wilkes- 
barre. The magistrate, after hearing 
all the evidence, held the defendants 
In $500 bail for tnal at court. Mr. 
Fallen could not furnish the bail and 
the four men had to go to jaiL

They 
were dressed in fantastic uniforms 
and adorned with decorations. They 
proclaimed themselves agents of the 
czar and preached the destruction of 
all machinery which reduced the 
number of laborers and brought the 
masses to starvation.

of the record these are generously 
supplemented by written notes shov- 
ing in condensed form the substance 
of what has been said.

Ravage of Forest Fires. 


Denver. July 3.—State Timber In- 


spector Wells, who returned from 
Durango. reports that the forest fire 
near that city has burned over 25 
square miles and is still spreading. 
There is another fire near Pagosa. 
On Blanco mountain 5,000 acres have 
been burned over and the fire Is still 
unchecked. This is valuable timber 
land and covers the headwaters of 
the Huerfano river. Its loss will seri- 
ously injure the already scarce water 
supply.
